Col Un, S. C., Oct. 22.—In the National Col- 
ored Convention on Tharsday resolutions in- 
dorsing President Grant's administration were 
introduced and referred. 

Resolutions were adopted advocating the 

preservation of the reconstructed State govern- 

ments and existing laws, and the continuance in 
power of the Republican party; also, indorsing 
those Republicans who have come to the South 


from the North, and deprecating an attack upon 
any class within the Republican ranks. 
Resolutions were introduced on Friday depre- 
cating immigration to Liberia, 
Elliott, of South Carolina, sub- 
mitted yesterday an address to the American 
people. It asks fora more perfect recognition 


of the colored people in work-shoP&% and all other 
industrial pursuits, that they may become pro- 
fictent in mechanical seiences, and thereby pro- 
teet skilled artizans from having to compete 
in the market with workmen of inferior capabil- 
ity, and asks from Congress aid for the educa- 
tion of poor children in the South. It demands 
one standard of duty or policy for all citizens; it 
arms that colored citizens have no desire to 
strike a line of action not common to the whole 
people, and concludes with a hope for the speedy 
abolition of slavery in every portion of the 
world.

Now that it has been an- 
nounced there is no impropriety in discus- 
sing it. Mr. J. Soorr RosszLL., of London, 
is one of England’s most eminent men— 
perhaps her greatest engineer—or even of 
Europe. A philanthropist by nature, Mr. 
Russei.’s milk of human kindness” 
is always bubbling up over the 
masses of humanity, and it is 
a genuine and honest sympathy with 
the sufferings” of the lower classes which 
has prompted him to work for years to- 
ward the accomplishment of a project in 
amelioration of the evils which poor fami- 
lies have endured for so many years in 
England. 

The accounts given by the London cor- 
respondents are not exactly correct. The 
main feature of Mr. Russe..’s proposal 
(for he is the author) is to provide one 
million cottages, situated each in an acre 
of ground in the suburbs of cities and 
towns, which shall be rented to the labor- 
ing men at a certain established rate, 4, 5 
or 6 per cent. upon the value thereof. It 
is not thrown open indiscriminately to all 
laborers, but only to skilled mechanics, 
who are to have also certain educational 
qualifications. It excludes the farm 
laborers, the clerks and other 
employes in city trades, and confines 
the benefits to a special class. The land is 
to be taken upon writs of ad quod damnum 
in order to avoid the fictitious values 
placed upon land by its owners; and the 
Government is to pay for it and also for 
the cost of constructing the million houses 
by an issue of bonds running fifty or more 
years, the payment of which with the in- 
terest is to be procured by the levy of a 
special tax. 

The great cry among the Radical agita- 


tors has been that the rich owned all the | 
land for their fine parks, and that the 
humbler classes were shut up in the 


crowded avenues of sickly city habitations 


because of their inability to purchase land | 


and live in the country. The argument 
has been freely used that the rich must be 
made to give up their property for the 
common good, and that the brute force of 
numbers should fake it, if no other 
plan can succeed. Two hundred years 
ago there were about ten million 
acres of land in forest, commons, &c., 

wherein the adjacent communities had 
certain rights of grazing, gathering wood, 
c&c. Parliament from time to time, by 


special act, authorized the people to relin- | 


quish these rights upon payment of certain 
sume of money to the individuals of the 
communities, and thus gradually the lords 
of the manor bought up these rights, so as 
to secure the fee simple. 

To-day there are comparatively no com- 


parties who had them in charge. But, as. 


pension of eight dollars amonth are ex- 
ceedingly fortunate men. Mr. Weep is 
also a very rich man, and can well afford 
to devote his pension to an aged friend less 
fortunate than himself; but most of the 
other soldiers of 1812 are very poor—or 
were Very poor until so generously and sub- 
stantially remembered by the Government 
in their old age, and are compelled to de- 
vote at least a part of their pensions to the 
maintenance of themselves and their fami- 
lies. Fortunately they are too old to 
squander the rest of their money upon 
diamonds, fine clothes and fast horses, and 
if they have no aged friend upon whom to 
bestow it, we would respectfully advise 
them to invest a portion of it in United 
States bonds and the rest in corner lots on 
Broadway, New York, or in the better 
sections of the burnt district of Chicago, 
which will be valuable after a while, and 
thus prepare themselves, as their compa- 
triot, Mr. THurRLOw WEED, has done, to 
meet with ease and smoothness the vicissi- 
tudes of a damp day. 

We wouldn’t for untold worlds hurt the 
feelings of these old soldiers, but are they 
not ashamed to accept such enormous pen- 
sions from an impoverished country? To 
bring the thing down to a plain matter of 
business, leaving all feeling and sentiment 
out of the question, don’t they think that 
about sixty-two and a half cents per an- 
num, payable in quarterly installments, 
would be quite as much as their country 
can afford to pay, and really more than 
their services were worth? We mean, of 
course, more than their services are worth 
now, notin 1812. Don’t they think that 
they ought to be content to receive the 
present market price of those services, in- 
stead of the price they commanded 
sixty years ago? The Government 
expends only some twenty millions of 
dollars annually in pensioning the heroes 
and sheroes of the late war, and isn’t it a 
little selfish in the soldiers of 1812 to ask 
that Government te distribute among 
themselves the unprecedentedly large sum 
of one or two hundred thousand dollars a 
year? It strikes us just in that way, and 
we earnestly trust that the venerable rem- 
nants of a former generation will pause 
and think ere they again permit their aged 
hands to make another monthly thrust into 
the national treasury. They haven’t got 
many years to live any way, and we weep 
to think that they will disgrace themselves 
by exercising the privilege of playing the 
cormorant their grateful country has be- 
stowed upon them. It will be a sad day 
for this nation when the party in power 
hasn't enough money to steal because it 
is paid out to the old soldiers of 1812.

The Coal Prospect. 
This is a matter of great moment to the peo- 
of Louisville at this time, Spould a rise in the 
river be delayed much longer, and cold weather 
set in, there would be great suffering. The sup- 
ply of Pomeroy coal is about exhausted; the 
mines in Ohio county, Ky., are not worked 
largely enough to supply more than 1,000 bushels 
per day, and the supply from Brazil, Ind., has 
ceased, owing to a strike among the miners. The 
amount of Pittsburgh coal in the bands of deal- 
ers, in case of a cold snap, would not last more 
than a week, at the outside. These are facts 
which the people should look in the face, and 
prepare for the worst, as well as they may be 
able. 
As a people, we in Louisville have often, under 
similar circumstances, made no little todo about 
building roads to the coal regions, and then 
when the cold weather was gone, have forgotten 
all about it; this has been the case for the last 
twelve or fifteen years, nor do we seem to profit 
in the least degree by our experience. Two years 
ago it was believed that, by this time, a very fair 
supply would be at our command from the Ken- 
tucky river, but the Court of Appeals stepped in 
and forbade the subscriptions to the Kentucky 
River Improvement Company. Three or four 
years ago the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company procured a subscription of one millio5 
dollars from the city for the extension of the 
Lebanon Branch to Knoxville, and one great fea- 
ture in the prosecution of the work was, that 
there was an abundance of coal down about Rock- 
castle river, or just beyond; the city collected 
and paid over to the company about $200,000, 
and then the company stopped the subscription 
and stopped work, making a terminus, so to 
speak, right in the woods, and not more than 
ten miles from extensive coal beds; if this work 
bad been prosecuted according to contract, we 
might have had a supply from that source, 
which, at this time of want, would have been 
a great relief. All that can be done now 
is to husband very carefully the 
supply on hand, and trust in a rise in the river.

The Gas Company 
and Water Company both notify the makers here 
that they want the amount of pipe they have 
contracted for, and only await a little order out 
of their great confusion before they again com- 
mence receiving. 

Denver, C. T., Zanesville, Ohio, St. Louis, Mo., 
Des Moines, Iowa, Rock Island, III., Sedalia, Mo., 
Indianapolis, Evansville, Memphis, Nashville and 
as many other cities are now drawing their entire 
supplies of cast-iron gas and water pipes from 
Louisville, and have been for years past, St. 
Louis having bought all her gas pipe here for the 
three years past. These founderies mentioned 
are now melting over fifty tons of metal daily, 
and employ two hundred hands—Dennis 
Long, owner and proprietor; Samuel A. Miller, 
business manager, and Dennis Long, Jr., super- 
intendent. Works of such magnitude and of 
such a wide-spread trade are both a credit to our 
city aud her progress.

The 
attraction there is the handsome finish of the 
building and elegant furnishing of the rooms 
The sleeping apartmentis a large, light and 
well-ventilated room, fronting on Sixth street, 
beautifully papered and furnished with a num 
ber of the finest walnut single beds, correspond- 
ing with the number of firemen; a large marble 
top center table, which adorns the center of the 
room, and sits immediately under a sparkling 
chandelier that would grace the chamber of a 
queen. An elegant carpet is spread out in lovely 
contrast with the surroundings of the room, and 
with a view upon the whole scene one can not 
help but imagine himself in the parlor of som: 
palatial residence. A reading-room, with oil- 
cloth carpet, chairs, table, etc., is made in the 
rear of the sleeping-room, where the men, 
with their friends, can pass the eve in a 
social way. Passing through the reading-room a 
door opens into the bath and dressing-room, 
which has all the conveniences afforded 
by the best hotel in the city, in the 
way of a wash-room, water-closet, 
Ke. In the rear of these rooms and upon the 
same floor are prison cells for the police depart- 
ment, which will be open for use to-day; a kind- 
ling-room, where the winter's supply of kind- 
ling is already stored, and a place to keep hay 
for the horses, with an aperture made through 
the floor and boxed up to the roof, which serves 
both as a scuttle and ventilator. The whole es- 
tablishment is complete and everything about 
it, to say the least, is handsome and elegant.
